“Those were the happy days,” 
sighed the venerable Dr. W alter 
ll. O'Neal, Baltimore street, as 
he studied the picture, showing a 
group 
of 
Gettysburg’s 
young 
“bloods” returning 
from Dicks’ 
dam 
on 
the 
Conewago 
creek 
where they had spent a week on a 
fishing trip back in the summer 
of 1874. 
“ We certainly had a lot of fun 
on th at trip,” the doctor recalled, 
his memory of events of tho occa­ 
sion more than a half century ago 
as clear as though it were only a 
m atter of a week or two. 
“The 
fellows you see on the wagon 
were the ‘sports’ of the town at 
that time. 
We had cliqued to­ 
gether for a number of years, 
many of them were starting out 
on very useful careers, and among 
them wen* a few visitors whom 
we were trying to show a good 
time.” 
None of those in the group was 
under twenty or over thirty years 
old when the picture was taken. 
Doctor O’Neal 
has the original 
photograph,

time later at a dinner he ten­ 
dered the group by each of tho c 
on the wagon. 
The photograph, from

A’ou have a pretty well defined 
plan in your mind when you start 
on artrlp as to just what sort of 
accommodations you want in the 
way’ 
of 
lodging 
arid you can 
usually' find just about what you 
want in most any town you want 
to spend the night without the 
annoyance of solicitors. 


Frequently, metropolitan news. 
paper* and magazines of national 
circulation, which come to the 
desk of the editor, contain scath­ 
ing articles of critici-m concern­ 
ing the soliciting evil in Gettys­ 
burg. 
This sort of publicity does 
the town no good, and counteracts 
the favorable publicity the far­ 
seeing 
business 
people of the 
community arc spending 
many 
hundreds of dollars each year to 
broadcast. 


We repeat that lodging hou^s 
have their place rn the commun­ 
ity. But for tho good of the com­ 
munity and those lodging house 
owners who expect to continue to 
entertain travelers in the years to 
come and who want to see the 
number increase from year to 
year, we contend that it is neces­ 
sary* that the ordinance already 
w ritten into the statute books of 
the borough be continued substan­ 
tially as it is in order to bring 
about the desired results. 


MOVE TO REOPEN 
SOLICITING LAW 
HAS OPPOSITION 


Militant Minority Of 
l odging House Own­ 
ers Before Ordinance 
Committee Thurs­ 
day Evening. 


A movement said to have been in­ 
stituted by lodging house members of 
borough council, to take the teeth out 
of the borough ordinance regulating 
lodging 
house 
soliciting 
on 
the 
streets of town, met opposition at the 
“open” meeting of the ordinance com­ 
mittee of council Thursday night. 
Pleas, ranging from complete scrap­ 
ping of the borough’s soliciting ordi­ 
nance to 
substantial 
modification, 
were voiced by proprietors of lodging 
houses and their legal representative 
a t the hearing, held in the parlors of 
the fire engine house. 
And after listening to 
the 
argu­ 
ments of the lodging house proprie­ 
tors, the committee heard Attorney W. 
Clarence Sheely, who 
said he repre­ 
sented fifteen hotels, garages and res­ 
taurants, argue 
for continuation of 
the ordinance in its present form. 
After hearing both sides of tho 
moot question, the three members of 
the ordinance committee, all lodging 
house proprietors, thanked the persons 
interested for their 
attendance and 
promised to give the matter “careful 
consideration,” adding that they could 
not forecast what council’s ultimata 
action would be. 
Councilman Stauffer Presides 
Harry' T. Stauffer, chairman of tho 
committee, 
called 
the 
meeting to 
order. 
About twenty-five lodging 
house 
proprietors 
were 
present. 
Councilman J. E. Snyder, a member 
of the ordinance committee, was asked 
to explain the purpose of the meeting, 
Mr. Snyder said he felt th© lodging 
house proprietors should 
have 
ap­ 
peared before council last year before 
the ordinance w*as adopted 
to voice 
their protests then, just as guides and 
truck drivers had done when legisla­ 
tion affecting them was before coun­ 
cil for passage. 
“We are here tonight to hear your 
side of the question, since twenty-two 
of your number 
presented 
council 
with a petition to have the present 
ordinance modified,” Councilman Sny­ 
der said. 
“It is not our purpose to 
give hotels all the protection and lodg­ 
ing houses none, and 
on 
the other 
hand we do not propose to give lodg­ 
ing houses all the protection and ho­ 
tels none.” 
It 
developed, 
however, 
that only four of those who signed 
the petition were in attendance. 
Attorney William Hersh, who said 
he “represented about fifteen of the 
lodging house proprietors,” was then 
given the floor, and at the outset de­ 
clared that, in his opinion, the whole 
ordinance should bo 
wiped off the 
books. 
loiter in his 
talk, 
Attorney 
Hersh modified his statement by ad­ 
vocating that the words “restaurants” 
and “garages” be eliminated, and no 
limit be placed on the distance from 
hotel property in 
which 
soliciting 
may be done. Under the terms of the 
ordinance, the distance is now placed 
at IOO feet. 
Mr. Hersh said 
there 
were 
two 
classes of tourists who come to Get­ 
tysburg, one seeking hotel accommo­ 
dations and the other lodging house
